In L A Coun’ry, of a total of more than {,100 ambulance and emergency rescue per-

This demonstruhon program for the fmlmng of ambulance attendants was negohated
by AREA V in August, 1971, but because of unavoidable delays, the first session did
not begin until January I, |972.
